NOTIFICATIONS 

New Delhi , the 18th November 1974 

S.R*0, 46 (E).— -Whereas the draft of certain rules to amend the Amritsar 
Canton merit (Division into Wards) Rules 1964, was published with the notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No, S.R.O. 26(E), 
dated the 7 th September, 1974 in the Gazette of India. Part II, Section 4, dated 
the 9th September, 1974, as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(2 t of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions from all the persons likely 
to be affected thereby till the sixtieth day from the date of publication of the 
aforesaid notification in the official Gazette; 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to the public on thft 
9 lh September, 1974; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received from the public 
before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore; in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) 
of section 31 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules to amend the Amritsar Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules 196? 

namely:— 

RULES 

1, (1) These Rules may be called the Amritsar Cantonment (Division into 
Wards) Amendment Rules, 1974.

Gazette.

2 . In the Amritsar Cantonment (Division into Wards) Buies, 1904> in rule 4 (i) 
against the entry relating to ward No, iT£tX, in the second column, after the figure 
‘T* the brackets and words '"(Reserved for the Scheduled Castes)” shall be 
inserted; 

(ii) for the Schedule, the following Schedule shall be substituted, namely;— 

Schedule 
(See rule 3) 

Ward No. I 

The boundary starts from the Cantonment boundary pillar No, VI-A on Mall 
Road at the tri-junction of Mall Road, Mohindra Road and Fort Road, It runs 
straight towards south west along the Mall Road touching boundaries of Canton¬ 
ment Park, Bungalow No, 21, Railway Bungalow Nos. 25 to 33, ASC Butchery 
up to Junction with Ram Tirath Road. Thence it runs towards south-east along 
Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. I, II, III, and iIV up to boundary pillar No. V 
near the compound wall of St, Francis High School, further it goes northwards 
along the St, Francis High School Compound wall and meets at boundary pillar 
No, VI on Fort Road opposite St, Francis High School, Then from boundary 
pillar No, VI, it goes towards north west along the Fort Road up to its junction 
with Mall Road and Mohindra Road near Contonment Board Central fountain 
he. at Cantonment boundary pillar No. VI~A the starting point. 

Ward No. II 

Part ‘A *.—The boundary starts from Cantonment boundary pillar No. VI-A 
on Mall Road at tri-junction of Mall Road, Mohindra Road and Fort Road. It 
runs in the easterly direction along the Mall Road upto boundary pillar No, VII. 
From this point ill takes a turn towards north and goes along the pastern boun¬ 
daries of bungalow Nos. 14 and 15 up to north east comer of Bungalow No, 20 
on Ajnsda Road. From this point, it takes a turn towards west and goes along 
the northern boundaries of bungalow Nos. 20, 18 and 19 meeting at the crossing 
of Hospital Road and Mohindra Road, From this crossing the boundary runs 
south along Mohindra Road up to its junction with Katchery Road. From this 
junction it runs towards west along Hatchery Road up to, its junction with 
Thammayya Road, thence it runs towards north along Thammayya Road up to ita» 
junction with Hospital Road, thence the boundary turns 'towards west along the 
Hospital Road up to Its junction with Aarappa Road, thence it turns towards 
south along Asrappa Road up to its junction with Mall Road, thence it runs 
towards east along the Mall Road up to Cantonment boundary pillar No. VI-A 
at the tri-junction of Mall Road, Mohindra Road and Fort Road i,e, the starting 
point. 

Part f B\ —The boundary starts from the junction formed by Hospital Road 
and Thammayya Road, It runs towards north along Thammayya Road up to its 
junction with Artillery Brigade Office Road. Thence it turns towards qa$t and 
runfl along the Artillery Brigade Office Road up to its junction with 
Mohindra Hoad. Thence it turns towards south running along the 
Mohindra Road up to Sadar Bazar public Latrines. Thence it runs towards west 
and south along the compound wall of Old CT. Coy behind Sadar Bazar public 
latrines and meets the Hospital Road. Thence it runs towards west along the 
Hospital Road up to its junction with Thammayya Road he. the starting point 

Ward No. HI 

The boundary of this wards starts from the Hospital Road, Thammayya Road 
crossing and goes in a zig zag way along the compound wall ofl Old G.T. Coy 
behind Sadar Bazar public latrines meeting Mohindra Road from where it turns 
towards south and runs along Mohindra Road up to its junction with Katchery 
Road, From this point it turns towards west and goes along Katchery Road up 
to its junction with Thammayya Road. Then from this point it turns north and 
goes along Thammayya Road up to its junction with Hospital Road i.e. the 
starting point. 

Ward No. rv 

The boundary starts from north eastern corner of bungalow No. 20 near 
Ajnala Road Mosque about 73 metres away from boundary pillar No, VIII and 
goes along Ajnala Road touching Cantonment boundary pillar No, IX meeting 
at boundary pillar No. X. From thlq ootnt it takes a turn towards west and 
goes along the boundary of the Cantonment straight uo to nlllor No. XllrC 
running through boundary pillar Nos. XT, X'T-A, XI-B. XI-C, XI-D and XIX-D, 
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From boundary pillar No. XIIC It takes a turn towards south and rung straight 
along the Cantonment boundary up to boundary pillar No. XIII. From Canton¬ 
ment boundary pillar No. XIII it turns towards south-east and runs along Ram 
Tirath Road up to its junction with Mall Road near boundary pillar No. 1. From 
this point it lakes a turn towards east and runs along northern side of Mall 
Road meeting at Aarappa Road. Then it turns towards north and runs along 
Asrappa Road up to its junction with Hospital Road, thence turns towards e&st 
and goes along Hospital Road up to its junction with Thammayya Road. From 
this point jft runs north along Thammayya Road up to its junction with Arty. 
Brigade Office Road from where it goes east along Arty. Brigade Office Road up 
to Mohindra Road and then turning south along Mohindra Road it meets Hospital 
Road. From this point it runs east along Hospital Road finally meeting ajt Ajnala 
Road near Boundary pillar No. VIII i.e. the starting point
